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American. The War Reloca-~ 
tion Authority has an ob- 
ligation to each of these 
groups, and it also has an 
obligation to safeguard 
and further national in- 
terest. 

After long and serious 
deliberation, the decision 
has been made that the res- 
ponsibili* ties of the War 
Relocation Authority can 
best be fulfilled if a se- 
gregation is made between 
those who wish to follow 
the American way of life, 
and those whose intcrosts 
are not’ in harmony with 
those of the United States.

Dear Sir: 

We have heard that in a 
few weeks around seventy- 
five seasonal leborers are 
to arrive in this area, 
As public sentiment is 
gradually mounting against 
the nisei here already, we 
are taking the liberty to 
write this letter to you, 
hoping you will be able to 
warn those planning to como. 

Three months ago, whon 
we first arrived, there 
woro very few nisei here 
and wewere hardly noticed, 
Since then the number has 
gradually increased to a- 
round 150 (this includes 
the handful of natives) 
and the public has been a- 
wakening witha start to 
the large number of Japa- 
nese faces they are begin- 
ning to S€0, 

We have tried to remain 
inconspicuous inthe public 
eye by dressing conserva-~ 
tively and going to town 
in as small groups as pose 
sible. Still people are 
beginning to talk and tho 
arrival of soventy-fivo 
seasonal workers, many of 
whom are probably coming 
for a good time isn't vory 
encouraging to us who are 
here struggling to resottlc.

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AN OPEN LETTER 


Dear Arkansas Legionnairss: 

Last week the Arkansas Legionnaires in its annual 
conference passed a resolution asking for the repatri- 
ation end expatriation of all Japanese-decended Ameri- 
cans from the United States after the war. The remark 
"A good Jap is a dead Jap" was also attributed to a 
delegate who attended the convention. 

, Such thoughtless resolutions and ill-wordsed state- 
ments bring no assurance of better unity «mong the 
people that canpose the American nation. The only 
benefit thet these expressions create is tp aid the 
propaganda line of the Axis nations. 

Even ocfore the war began on that fatal day, Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, the nisei and kibci in the U.S. Army num- 
bered 5000 strong. The porcentege of these draftees 
who had volunteercd was the one of the highest among 
the various nationalities. The hysteria among the 
Coast populace stirred up by race-baiting pressure 
groups finally brought about evacuation ofthe Japanese 
from the West coast in about five months. 

Yet the un-American cries of these false Americans 
sought not only to further curb ow constitutional 
rights but to remove our inherent right to live and a- 
bide by the laws of the United States just as your 
group is trying to do. 

Meanwhile, the Army had asked for nisei volunteers. 
Its call was answered by 5000 men from the Hawaiian 
Islands and the mainland., Today in the United Statcs 
Army, there are approximately 9000 young men of Japa- 
nese descent. There gre nisei in the Army Air forcos; 
there are nisei in toe South Pacific acting as trans- 
lators ond interpreters; there are nisei in the north- 
ern Alcutians serving as MIS men. These men cr fight- 
ing for the preservation of whet they consider tobe 
the true Amcrican ideal--the equality of all men re- 
gardloss of race, color or creed. 

Therefore, in this open letter, I would like to ask 
the Arkansas Legionnaires, just what is their inter- 
pretation of a democracy, Would their definition of a 
democracy include only those people who are raaially 
white or does it include ali races and all mon possess- 
ed with the American ideals of justiceand equality to 
all. The decision is theirs to make for have we not 
made ours?

THE AMERICAN LEGION 


"Vigorously protesting" the publication of an arti- 
cal in the June, 1943, American Legion Megazine which 
advocates the wholesale deportation from the continen- 
tal United States ths American citizens of Japanese de- 
cent, the Northfield, Minnesota post of the American 
Legion took a stand against tho proposal. 

The Northfield post adopted a resolution opposing 
the article "Japs in Our Yard" by Frederick G., Murray, 
M.eDe, for “advocating racial discrimination" and for 
its prosposal to deport Japanese-Americans, "not as a 
military measure but as a social, political am econom- 
ic policy." It protosted that such action was a vio-~ 
lation of both the Legion constitution and the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and urged that the Ameri- 
can Legion Magazino print a retraction of the articlo. 
“The meesure, adopted et the distriat convention of 
the American Legion in Faribault, Minnesota, is a dis- 
tinct contrast from the views held by the California 
and the Arkonsas Legionnaires. 

The stand that the Northfield post has taken points 
out the contrast between Legion posts that are impar- 
tial in their interpretation of democracy and those 
that let personal prejudices and oconomic am political 
factors control and justify their undemocratic and un- 
American actions.
